THE ECCENTRIC HUMAN AS 


KNOWN TO PEOPLE HERE. 


A Scotchman Lacking Humor and 


the Subject of Many Practical 


Jokes. 


Bret Harte with a poet's license has 


presented in his poem ou Jojm Burns 
a character and picture that will sbe 
accepted for many a long da.v as truth 
without the discount due to'poetic li- 
cense. Old John Burns was ,'in fact 
as picturesque a human as tlie most 
fastidious community for the unusual 
could desire. The facts here gathered 
came from those personally acquaint- 
ed with the man. They give-empha- 
sis to the picturesqueness of the man. 


Bret Harte describes John Burns: 


"He wore an ancient long buff .vest 
Yellow as saffron, but his best; 
And buttoned over his manly breast 
Was a bright blue roat with a' rolling 


collar 


And large gilt buttons, size of. a dol- 


lar— 


With 
tail 
that 
country 
folks 
call 


"swaller." 


He wore a broad brimmed bell, crown- 


ed hat 


White as the locks on which, it sat. 


Bret Hatte was yaite accurate in 


this description but when he adds: 
"Never had such a ptgiit been s'een 
For forty years on the village green," 
he is dealing in poetic license and not 
fact, for the costume of Burns was his 
daily dress. "The "'swaller'' tail coat 


in tin; center of the diamond. Or it 
would be a bag race and a broken limb 
wa:> only au incident. The Fourth of 
July would be celebrated by taking 
Jake 
Strlckhouser's 
big six horse 


apart and putting it together 


again on the roof of the market house 
in the square. Or perhaps every stable 
would we emptied 01' its wheeled ve- 
hicles and the owners would find their 
property packed in the square next 
morning.' Or peihaps it was a contest 
to try to climo a s^ppery pole with a 
dollar on the top or a greased pig lace 
would be pulled oft. 
It was all tun of 


the iiorseplay variety. 


John Burns utterly lacked the power 


to appreciate this -variety of fun and 
was for years the butt of much of this 
t'un in the town. Pie never understood 
when it was on, and only relished it 
when it seemed some tormenter w,as 
to be punished and would have to suf- 
fer. 


As an illustration Burns was an 


avowed enemy ot the secret society 
or order and would air himself with 
vehemence on many occasions. 


David A. Buehler had an office in 


the square at the Eoyer. now Eckert, 
corner, and Burns would occasionally 
drop in there of an evening and air 
himself on subject of secret societies, 
and a large crowd or men entered into 
the sport of having some fun at his 
expense. On the evening in question 
about fifty men. a number of them Odd 
Fellows, gathered, in Mr. Buehler's of- 
fice and it had been previously arrang- 
ed that Burns should be there. An ar- 
gument was started on secret orders. 


The 
breadline fir',- ana dcblruction. 
others iu the joke went after 
and told him that ho would be held 
responsible for the duel it it was not 
•slopped, that he carried tjile& from one' 
to the other and if one or the other! 
was killed he would be held responsl-! 
ble and that it was his duty to halt 
tnat duel at any sacrifice. 
Burns ar- 


rived at the square In tline to plead 
with one and then the other to give up 
their thoughts of bloodshed. 
They 


stormed at first but finally subsided 
and Burns hud brought about peace 
without any realization that the whole 
joke had been on imn and at his ex- 
pense. 


Burns would frequently go to the 


McClellan House and meet there John! 
and 
George 
JlcClellan 
and Drs. 


Charles and Robert Homer and others 
and there would be plenty of sport at 
his expeuse. It is said that when the 
Katalysene Spring was first developed 
Bums could be easily led into a seri- 
ous ranting argument along the line 
that there was no more in the water 
than in any other water. 
As the 


story goes the Drs. Horner began to 
tell of people they knew walking to 
the springs and of the quantity of 
water that was consumed by them and 
what wonderful effects it had on the 
kidneys.

Strong reasons were thus 
presented to botb tbe civil and mili- 
tary authorities of the Confederacy in 
favor of tbe invasion of tbe JSortn, 
and there is little reason to doubt that 
had success crowned Lee's struggle at 
Gettysburg, and the capture of Wash- 
ington or even Baltimore accomplish 
ed, the recognition of the Confederacy 
by'foreign Government would have 
been prompt and general, and the suc- 
cess of the Confederacy assured.

at the Taylor House. As we carried, 
him up the steps a surgeon was com- 
ing out. He looked in the wounded 
man's face and cried out: 


'"Why, John, I thought you were 


back in your ward!" 
', 


That corroborated what he had tx>ld 


me—that he was sick in the hospital 
and had just left that morning. 
I 


stood at tne door while the men car- 
ried him in. I then turned down the 
steps and h'urried back to my com- 
mand, with no further thought for the 
skirmish line. 


In conclusion I want to say at the 


time of this occurrence I thought lit- 
tle of it—only an incident of a great 
war and bloody bactle—but now, in 
my older days, I cannot think it was 
an ordinary impulse that caused me 
to leave my command and go to an- 
other part of the field without at least 
telling the Captain of my intentions, 
but if I had said anything to him I 
am sure: he would not have allowed 
me to leave the command. 


Another strange incident: 
When I 


was performing this work not a bul- 
let came near me, although the enemy 
was in plain sight, not 200 yards away, 
and when I arrived back to my com- 
pany I took the place I had left with- 
out any comment from any of my com- 
rades at my absence. They appar- 
ently did^ot see me go or return. 


In tny older clays I often wonder 


what power sent me to find that 
wounded soldier and save him from 
bleeding to death. 
Do you think it 


was through the prayers of a dear old 
mother, living away out in Ohio, and 
that God, in. His mercy, sent an in- 
strument in the form of a soldier to 
save her boy? Or was it only another 
of the many incidents that occur dur- 
ing a gre'at war? However, it so im- 
pressed me that in my mind's eye 
every step, every turn to and' from 
that skirmish line ia just as fresh and 
just as plain to me as it was 50 years 
ago. 


This man belonged to an Ohio regi- 


ment. We had three of them In our 
division at that time—the 110th. 116th 
and 125th. I neither asked him'his 
name nor the regiment he belonged to. 
It seemed my mission was to get^him 
to the hospital, and there it closed. 
Perhaps if this., is copied by the Ohio 
papers the man may be living to-day; 
and if he sees it I know I -will fkear 
from him.—W. T. Ziegler. Gettysburg, 
Pa., in '-National Tribune.'"

"Individual Enterprise Is Useless 


if Money Bolders^Can 


Choke It Off" 


Pi evident Wocdrow Wilson in per- 


ton delivered the following stirring 
niosrMKe on the currency question to 
ihe House of Representatives on Tues- 
day, June 24.: 
Mr. Speaker, Mr. President, Gentle- 
men of the Congress: 


It is under the compulsion of what 


seems to me a clear aud imperative 
duty that I have a second time this 
session sought the privilege of ad- 
dressing you in person. 


I know, of course, that the heated 


season of the year is upon us. that 
work in these chambers and commit- 
tee rooms is 'likely to become a bur- 
den as the season lengthens, and that 
every consideration of personal conve- 
nience and personal comfort, perhaps, 
in the cases of some of us, considera- 
tions of personal health even, dictate 
an early conclusion of the delibera- 
tions of the session: but there are oc- 
casions of public duty when these 
tnings which touch us privately seem 
very small: when the work to be done 
is so pressing and so fraught with big 
consequence that we know that we are 
not at liberty to weigh against it any 
point of personal sacrifice. 
Yfe are 


now in the presence of such an occa- 
sion. 


It is absolutely imperative that we 


should give -the business men of this 
country a -banking aud currency sys- 
tem by means of which they can make 
use of the fredom of enterprise and of 
individual initiative which we are 
acout to bestow upon them. 


"We are about to set them free; we 


must not leave them without the tools 
of action when they are free. We are 
about to set them Siee by removing 
the trammels of the protective tariff. 


Ever since the Civil Yt'ar they have 


waited for this emancipation and foi 
tne free opportunities it will bring 
with it. It has been reserved for us 
to give it to them. 


Some fell in love, indeed, with the 


slothful secuiity of their dependence 
upon the Government: some took ad- 
vantage of the shell er of the nursery 
to set up a mimic mastery of their own 
-ivithin its walls. Xow both the tonic 
and the discipline of liberty and ma- 
turity are to ensue 


There will be some readjustments of 


purpose and point of view. There will 
follow a period of expansion and new 
enterprise, freshly conceived. 


It is for us to determine now wheth- 


er it shall be rapid and facile and of 
easy accomplishment 


This it cannot be unless the re- 


sourceful business men ^ho are to 
deal with the new circumstances are 
to have at hand and leady for use the 
instrumentalities and conveniences of 
free enterprise which independent men 
need when acting ou their own Initia- 
tive. 


It is not enough to strike the shack- 
les from business 
The duty of states- 


manship is not negative merely. Jt is 
constructive also. 
">Ve must sbow that 


we understand what business needs 
and that we know how to supply it. 


Xo man. however causal and super- 


ficial his observation of the conditions 
now prevailing in the country, can 
fail to see that one of the chief things 
business needs now. and will need in- 
creasuiglv as it gains in scops ana 
vigor in the years immediately ahead 
of us. is the proper means by which 
re?flily to vitalize its credit, corpo- 
late and individual, and its origina- 
tive brains. 


~\Yhat will It profit us to be free if 


•v\e are not to have the past and most 
accessible instrumentalities of com- 
merce and enterprise? 


"What will it profit us to be quit of 


one kind of monopoly if -we are to re- 
main in the grip of another and more 
effective kind? 


How are we to gain and keep the 


confidence of the business community 
unless we show that we know how 
both to aid and to protect it? 


"What shall we say if v,-e make fresh 


enterprise necessary and also make it 
difficult by leaving all else except the 
tariff just as we found it? 


The tyrannies of business, ble and 


little. lie within the field of credit. 
vfe know that. Shall we not act upon 
"he knowledge? Do we not know how 
~o act upon it? 


If a man cannot make his assets 


available at pleasure, his assets of ca- 
pacity and character and resource, 
what satisfaction is it to him to see 
c;1! ortunity beckoning to him on every 
rand, wnen others haye the keys of 
crtdit in their pockets anci treat them 
as all but tht-ir own pilvate i.'osses-
